This following is a Copy of a Letter 1 ſertt to George Fox,the 3d day of the Month called Auguſt, 1671, only the wards in the marzent, 
and at the lower end 1 have added, who am required thus to publiſh it. 


EoxGe, Laſt ſecond day was a week, I being required by the LORD to be at Devonſ#rre-honſe, T acquainted the Mens-Mecting that 
I had ſomething to lay before them, which was, That about a year and a halt ago the LORD required mee to deliver a Mcfſ1oe 
to them, which then * you owned to be the WORD of the LORD, which I was now to repeat again, Yiz, THAT I WAS TO 
PROCLAIM THE DAY OF THE LORD, WHICH IS COME TO GATHER THE OUT-CASTS, AND TO CLENSE 
THE CAMP OF EVIL-DOERS. Which WORD I did and do bclieve muſt be fulfilled : In order unto which I told them, I had 
ſomething to lay before them, v3. That ſome years ago I heard of a Difference betwixt my Father Bond, and (one of your Miniſters) Job 
Rozs, and his Father , who before he went laſt to Barbadoes ( Thomas Yoahly being preſent) delired mee that I would have a hearing of the 
Buſineſs, not without great refle&tions there given againſt my Father Bond ; which if true, I being fo related to him, having lately mar- 
ried his Daughter, I looked upon it not convenient tor mee to appear againſt him: and if on the contrary he was clear, and the other 
blame-worthy, if I ſhould ſo judse, I did believe it might be thought by ſome, that it was through partialncis I ſo judged ; fo that I forbore 
to have a hearing of both Parties together,till about two weeks ago +Fehn Ofzood (and the reſt, v:z. my Father Bond, Samuel Newton, John Rous, 
Thomas Yoakly, and I think Thomas Paale ) being upon the Exchvnge, told mee they were going about that buſineſs. T told him, that ſeeing 
Thomas Rous had deſired mee to have a hearing of that Buſineſs, a willingneſs was in mce to be there ; where accordingly I was, bur did 
not in the leaſt meddle in it ; only I obſerved by what I heard difcourſed, that my Father Bond was clear of thoſe Calumnies which both John 
"and his Father 7homas Rous had caſt upon him z and that on the contrary, the ſaid John Rous was not only guilty of Calumnious Reproaches 
againſt my Father Bond, but alſo had ſtolen a ® Paper of Concern from Thoas Hart, which was letr in his cuſtody by my Father Bond, (con- 


_ cerning which Fohn Ofzood did move at that Meeting, that the buſineſs of his ſtealing that Paper might be ſpoken to ; but Thomas Yoakly 


being in haſte, the Meeting broke up) ſo that it was with mee to acquaint them with the ſaid Difference, and to delire they would ap- 
point ſome of their Number to have a hearing on't : but it was a long time betore I could get any Anſiyer trom them, they telling mee that I 
was out of” Truth, and that they were not concerned to give me any Anſwer ; and very much to this purpoſe they ſpoke. T told them, it was 
the weighty matters of the Law that I came about, viz. JUDGEMENT and JUSTICE ; and whatever they reputed mee, it concerned 
them to do Juſtice. But ſeeing they would give mee no Anſiver (I think it was in ſome hours aiter I had been there ) but much reflected 
upon mee, and that I ſhould buſie my ſelf with that I was not concerned, 1 told them I was deeply concern'd ;, firſt, for the clearing of my 
Father Bond from thoſe Aſperſions caſt upon him-by (one of their Miniſters ) viz. John Rexs, whom I did there before them accuſe of 
Thett, and therctore I ſaid it concerned them to appoint a Meeting about it : But inſtcad of giving mee any Anſwer, ſeveral of them bid mee 
go out of the Room : And as I ſtood up to ſpeak, one of them took my Scat, who I think would have given it mee again, had not one 
(I think *twas + Gz/bert Laty ) bid him he ſhould not 5 Others of them puſh'd mee with their hinds, bidding mee Go out: I told them, if they 
uſed violence I ſhould not reſiſt ; all that I defired was but an Anſwer, which if they would give mee, I told them I would willingly depart, 
(having alſo laid before them a buſineſs concerning the Widow Evans (her Husband being larely dead) whom I looked upon was * wronged) 
But ſecing in all this while I could get no Anſwer whether they would hear it or no,I directed my ſpecch particularly to John Bolton,to whom 
I ſaid, That if theſe their doings were ſpoken of to people abroad, they could hardly be credited. Then he replyed, That if my Father 
Bond was azrieved, and made his complaint to them, and deſired them to have a hearing of it, they would appoint ſome accordingly, T told him 
I ſhould reft fatisfied with that Anſwer at preſent. Now what Anfiver ſhall T have to the Widow f Evans buſineſs 2 As to that they ſaid, 
That wnleſs ſhee writ to mee to appear in it for her, they would not meddle in it. Theſe bcing their Anſwers, I departed, | 

Now, underſtanding that thy ſelf, * John Rows, with ſcvcral others, are intengcd ſhortly to take Ship for thc Barbadoes, and that your de- 
parture probably may be before my Father Bond can (if hee would) make any ſuch Conplaint to the {aid Viceting, or to have any juſt end 
put to the ſaid Difference, it being a Buſineſs that will require ſome time, It is with mce a'ſo to acquaint thee with it, to ſee iF it be in any 
of your hearts to do what is juſt and right in this matter, without reſpect of perſons : For the LORD, whom I ſerve, owns none to be his 
People but they that ſhall ſo do.. Thy Anſwer hereunto I expect, it being with mee firſt to lay it betore you, that that which is juſt and 
right may be done ; which if fo, I am ſatisfied : but if you retuſe ſo, as not to do the thing that is juſt and right, I know not but it will be 
required of mee to make this Buſineſs much more publick, * Who am known to>thee by the name of Fobn Pennyman, 


The next day, aftcr I had been at the atoveſaid Meeting, it was with mee to look into the Bible, where I read thcſe following words,

* And the Word of the LORD came into Zechariah, ſaying, Thus ſpeaketh the LORD of Hoſts, ſaying, Execute true Tudoment, and ſhew Mercy 
and Compaſſion every man to his Brother, And oppreſs not the Widow, nor the Fatherleſs, the Stranger nor the Poor, and let none of you imagine evil 


egainſt bu Brother in your heart, But they refuſed to hearken, and pulled away the ſhoulder, and ſlopped their ears, that they ſhould nit hear, Yea, they 


' made their hearts as an Adamant- ſtone, leſt they ſhould hear the Law, and the Words which the LORD of Hoſts had ſent by bas Spirit in the former

And having received no Anſwer from the aboveſaid George Fox, it was with mee to go again to Devonſhire-ho'ſe ( this being their Mect- 
ing-Day t ) with intention to have ſpoke about the ſaid Buſineſs : But they refuſed to let mee in ( for it ſeems George * 1Whiteread this day 
two weeks, after I was gone out of the Room, did blame them for letting me be there, who had ſuggeſted to them (through his ſubtile and 
dark Imaginations) that I was in a kind of a Diſtracted-ſtate, and ſono heed to be given to what I ſaid, So that not having admittance, it 
is with mee thus to publiſh it; the day being come, that as they have laid open the Deceit, Wickednefs, and Hypocriſie of other Profeſſors 
that went before them, ſo muſt their Deceit, Wickedneſs, and Hypocritic be alſo laid open : for the LORD whom I ſerve is no reſpeer 
of perſons.
